Korean Troops Kill 230 Rebels; Capture 460 Others 


SEOUL, Keorea—(#)—An engagement in which Korean army 
troops killed 230 Rebels and captured 460 others was reported by 
Army headquarters today. 

The prisoners included Lieut. Kim Chi Hei, a leader of the Oct. 
2@ Yosu-Sunchon insurrection, and his pistol-packing wife, the 
Army spokesman said. 

An estimated 900 insurgents were caught between two Korean 
army battalions. Delayed reports from the scene gave no figures 
on Loyalist losses. 

No Rebel bands larger than 300 or 400 previously were reported 
by mop-up forces. At least 200 rifles were seized, the spokesman 
said. Among the prisoners were 27 soldiers who have been living 
im the hills since the Oct. 20 uprising.

The divorce of playboy Farouk marks 
the end of his dream of restoring the posi- 
tion of Caliph, with him in the job as head 
of the Islamic world.

a nation in Palestine. The loss of face by 
Farouk was tremendous. 

Marriage of his sister to the Shah of 
Iran was a part of the ambitious plan. 
The Iranian Moslems are members of the 
Shi-ites sect. This sect is opposed to the 
Sunn-ites sect, which covers most of the 
Moslem world, including Egypt. The di- 
vision is much sharper than that between 
any two Protestant sects. The split came 
over the succession to Mohammed. The 
largest group, the Sunn-ites, accepted the 
orderly succession of Caliphs. The Shi- 
ites held the succession should be by fam- 
ily, and accepted only descendants of Alli, 
son of Fatima, sister of Mohammed. Ali 
was killed in the rivalry for the Caliphate 
and troops of mounted horsemen rode 
over his dying body. It is not wise today 
for an unbeliever to be in one of the court- 
yards of the Iranian mosques when a 
teacher is describing “the passion of Ali.” 
The Shi-ites still seek a future leader and 
out of this missionary zeal has developed 
and established in many regions, includ- 
ing Atlanta, Ga., the Bahaist movement.

What Discipline for the Party Bolters? 


WASHINGTON—Sen. J. Howard McGrath, of Rhode Island, Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, is yet to say what disciplinary action, if any, is to be taken against those mem- 
bers of the party in Congress who openly opposed the Truman-Barkley ticket in the recent presiden- 
tial election. He has stated only that it is a matter for Democratic members of Congress to decide. 


President Truman also has declined to be 
drawn into the controversy. For his part, he 
is expected to steer clear of it all, leaving it to 
the party .leadership in Congress to decide on 
the course to be followed. Judging by his con- 
duct since the election, his attitude may be put 
down on the magnanimous side. The President 
does not seem to be mad at anybody—not' even 
his enemies. . 


But regardless of any official attitude 
taken by the White House or the Democratic 
National Committee, it seems safe to pre- 
dict that demands will arise within the 
party for some sort of disciplinary action 
against the more brazen of the congressional 

ose who supported either the third 
party candidacy of Henry Wallace or the 
Thurmond-Wright Dixiecrat ticket. 


These demands are likely to come in the 
party caucuses preliminary to the convening of 
the new Ejighty-first Congress, when the Demo- 
crats will take over organization control of both 
the House and the Senate. 

It is conceivable that quite a party rumpus 
may be kicked up over the matter. Some Demo- 
crats are known to be greatly incensed over the 
defections and are prepared to force a show- 
down on the issue of party regularity. 

Rather than any general reprisals, what is 
being talked about at the moment is disciplinary 
measures aimed at the more culpable culprits. 
The program will be to single out some of the 
leading offenders and make examples of them. 
Two names are being mentioned more than any 
others. These are Sen. Glen Taylor, of Idaho, 
who was Wallace’s running mate in the elec- 
tion, and Rep.

Now, being adopted by Aunt Pennie may 
entitle the recipient of this favor to practically anything, ranging all the way from regular letters to:a 
trip to America; and I’ll tell you more about her presently. She is one of my friends whom I know so 


far only by letter. 

There are others in Atlanta who first wrote 

to me for the name and address of a family 
-fo whom they could send parcels, and who now 
feel as if the Pnglish family belongs to them. 
They know the names, sizes and sexes of the 
British children, as well as their hobbies and 
interests. They know when young Johnny, of 
Leeds, has outgrown his jacket and needs a new 
one for school, or Katherin, of Hove in Sussex, 
finds all her skirts are too short. If Patricia, of 
London, is getting married, her American friends 
get off a parcel containing nylons, underwear 
or ld linens. 

It is.impossible for anyone living in America 
to know what these things mean to the British 
families. I recall two instances that are worth 
mentioning, I think. One day last Spring my 
doctor rang me up to tell me about a patient 
who had received aid from Atlanta. “Mrs. Som- 
merville, I wish you could have seen her. When 
she came into the office, I knew something won- 
derful had happened to her. Always before 
that she had looked worried and harassed, and 
actually she had been on the verge of cracking up. 


“So she told me of the box she had had 
from the Young Matrons’ Sewing Club, and 
she was so happy the tears rolled down her 
cheeks. “They've adopted us,’ she said, and 
are going to se d things regularly. It isn’t 
only the food that is so welcome, it’s the 
knowledge that somebody cares, and is in- 
terested in us’.” ; 


On another occasion I saw a young mother 
and her small son walking as if they owned the 
world and getting 10 percent interest on their 
money. ‘ gracious,” I exclaimed, “how 
handsome Christopher is today! Has Santa Claus 
paid him an extra visit?” 

“Well, yes,” replied his mother. “The suit is 
@ present from his American ‘godmother,’ and 
if anybody could burst with pride, he would.” 

This was one of the adoptions that had come 
about through an earlier group arrangement. 
A Sunday School class of young business women 
(taught by Miss Alice P. Rivers, a Napsonian 


; faculty member) originally sent parcels to Lon- 


don for me to distribute, and the recipients 
wrote their individual thanks. Gradually each 
girl, or perhaps several together, decided to take 
over a certain family as theirs. ' 

Now Mrs. Hardin, of McRae, had her own 
lists that grew out of wartime contacts and be- 
gan with friendly letters. Although she atill 


teaches voice and piano, she is currently eon- 


ducting an “export” business that makes me 
blush with shame; letters to scores of young 
students, subscriptions to Playmate for the young- 
sters and National Geographic for the older ones, 
boxes of chocolates and untold pounds of food 
with heavy emphasis on the meat and lard 
that are so badly needed. Apparently the pack- 
ing and mailing go on constantly, for by the 
time she has got through her list, she begins 
again. 

As I said earlier, I only learned of these ac- 
tivities of Mrs. Hardin’s by accident, and I! 
haven’t had the pleasure of meeting her. But 
with some cajolery I have obtained from her a 
letter written last year by one of her nine-year- 
old British boys, and here it is—though you’! 
miss his neat, perfect penmanship: 

“Dear Aunt Pennie, 

“Thank you very much for your nice long 
letter. I did enjoy reading it, and so did my 
mother and father. It was kind of you to send 
me that lovely folder of Atlanta. I took it to 
school with me and everyone agreed that it was 
the best they had ever seen. I am sending you 
a small folder of New Brighton by post, but it 
is not half as nice as yours. 

“At music lessons I am learning ‘Three Dances 
from Henry VIII’ by Edward German. I suppose 
you have seen the film of Princess Elizabeth’s 
marriage. I am looking forward to Christmas 
because I know I am getting a bicycle. At Christ- 
mas we get two weeks’ holiday. It has not 
snowed over here yet, but it is very cold. 

“Our chief worry this Winter is whether we 
have enough coal or not. Last Winter thousands 
of people were without fire at all. We have a 
famous lifeboat here which has saved thousands 
of lives. It went out today, but the man that 


_ they tried to rescue drowned just as the lifeboat 


reached him. 

“Some of the boys at school received letters 
from G. A. today, and they were so pleased. 
I am sending the addresses of two more boys 
who would like pen friends. Congratulations on 
being a ‘grandmother.’ I hope you are all keep- 
ing well, and I wish you ‘a very happy Christ- 
man,’ including Freddy. Best wishes from us all, 
“Glyn.”

I’m sure that if Mrs. Hardin had her way, 
they’d all get trips to America and would land 
in her back yard. Within a fortnight they would 
eat her out of house and home, and she'd be 
perfectly happy.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE 

The Wildcats surprised in holding a favored Tennessee football 
team to a scoreless tie. Consequently, Vol fans started looking 
around for reasons and apparently were quick to grab anything. 

The most absurd was printed in the Knoxville papers, al- 
ledging that Kentucky employed a “spy” who stood behind 
the Tennessee bench the entire first half and relayed all his 
information to Coach Bear Bryant at intermission. 

“I’ve never heard of such an absurd thing,” Bryant remarked. 
“In the first place, no one was allowed in our dressing room at 
the half except the coaches and players. In the second place, sup- 
pose even I had been standing behind the Tennessee bench, what 
earthly good could I have obtained?” 

Gen. Bob Neyland likewise expressed the belief that there 
was nothing to the rumor, saying: “I don’t believe the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky would do such a thing.” 

Nevertheless, the report was given prominent play in the papers, 
even making the front page of one of them. It was vague in all 
details, never identifying the alleged “spy.”

Recalled Longest

It’s the small, unheralded gestures of 
friendliness and good will that we remem- 
ber longest and most poignantly, not the

“I made the first two changes by the skin of my teeth, but 
realized that as the train from Clarkesbury into Wheeling was 
steadily losing time we'd never make Wheeling in time at catch 
the train to Freeport. 


“We didn’t. 
“We got there an hour late, with the only train out gone and 


with, roughly, a two-hour ride between me and my 8:30 talk. Not 
only that, it was mid-January and everything in that part of the 
country was snowbound, and it was impossible to drive over 
the roads. 

“There was only one thing to do, and the section foreman of the 
railroad did it. 

“Soon the foreman and two helpers and I were sailing along the 
icy tracks with the cold night air tearing against our faces, the 
handcar rattling with speed.” 

Mr. Tomlinson was only 30 minutes late for his engagement. 
When he turned to the men and asked how much he owed them, 
the section foreman replied: 

“Owe me? Nothing! You would have done the same for me, 


if I’da needed it.”

would seem. | 

The whole thing started when! 
Traffic Poliseman Clifford Mallon’ 
saw Gilbert, and Sylvester Knit- 
ter, of Milwaukee, capturing the 
birds in the Loop. | 

The Knitters were holding corn, 
fim their hands and when the pig- | 
eons alighted the brothers would. 
seize them and stuff the birds into 
a crate. 

Patrolman Mallon took the 
brothers and the pigeons—all 65 
of them—to the Central Station. 

Upon examination of the law 
concerning pigeons Patrolman 
Mallon found: 

1. A City ordinance permitting 
the entrapment of pigeons be- 
tween Nov. 1 and May 31. 

2. Another City ordinance term- 
ing pigeons as stray birds and re- 
quiring police to capture them and 
take them to the City Pound. 

3. A State law forbidding the 
entrapment of pigeons except on 
private property. 

In desperation he turned to the 
Chicago Anti-Cruelty Society for 
help. The Organization, he was 
told, regards pigeons as a public 
muisance and said they “were not. 
interested in that case.”
